information Staff in Japan and the Times Herald in Washington; Mr. Faubion Bowers, noted 
American Orientalist and language expert, and former Major in the Army and Aide to 
General MacArthur.

KOREAN FRONT : late in arriving at rock behind which I was hiding last week near 

Taegu. ..How, please?" Answer: After the practice run with barbed 

wire by two OPC-ers at the Fort Dix outing last week, (who shall be nameless because they 
are SANFORD GRIFFITH and Associate Editor Dave McIntire) future delivery, even behind 
rocks, is assured....EDWARD R. MURROW, CBS news analyst, is enroute to New York from the 
Korean front...Time-and-Life International's FRANK GIBNEY participated in a trans- 
oceanic roundtable discussion of the Korean war which was broadcast over Mutual network 
last week.....HAZEL SHORE, most recent addition to General MacArthur's Public Information 
Staff, reports that "The Tokyo Correspondents' Club looks more like Rome every day. 
Former MTOers comparing notes on the war include Homer Bigart, Frank Coniff, Bob 
Vermillion and STAN SWINTON. If and when DON COE, BOB ECKHOUSE and Jack Newman arrive, 
we are planning a reunion for the class of '44." 


BOYLE DESCRIBES : AP's HAL BOYIE confirms reports of flea infiltration on the Korean 
LIVING CONDITIONS: front on a Fifth Column scale. In a letter to wife Frances, he 
writes: "It has taken a war in Korea to get me back to kindergarten. 

Our press camp, at the moment, is in a primary school in Taegu, and, except for spiders, 
fleas, mosquitoes, it is pretty comfortable...Getting accustomed to war again has been 
pretty much drudgery for both DON WHITEHEAD and myself. It isn't quite the same on the 
second time around...The heat was so bad the first few days that it left us half sick. 
However, we're beginning to toughen up...In our press camp, on the second floor of the 
school, I am in a room with about 10 other correspondents. We sleep on army cots, I 
have managed to keep down the fleas by dousing my sleeping bag with DDT. Nothing, I 
have found, is much good against mosquitoes. I average about a dozen bites a night. One 
fellow got flea-bitten so badly that he had to go to the hospital and take pendici Minek 
But the setup isn't too bad. We had steak for lunch. There are good stories popping and 
the front lines have solidified so it isn't so dangerous now to move around." 

A DESIGNING CORRESPONDENT is BILL COSTELLO, reporter for the Columbia Broadcasting 
. System in Korea. He headed the group of newsmen who created the design on which the 
official United Nations uniform shoulder patches, authorized for correspondents, is based. 


EYE-VIEW FROM EUROPE on the Korean situation was aired by NBC's vice president in 
charge of News and International Relations, WILLIAM BROOKS, who was overseas conferring 
with NBC correspondents. Reporting on the effects of the Korean war on Europeans on the 
"World News Roundup, he said that there is considerable apprehension that World War III 
may be just around the corner, but until the action gets closer to home, it's going to 
be difficult for the average European to realize the seriousness of the situation.
